FACE TO FACE yvtTH DEATH. 


Young Society Woman's Remarkable 


Experience, Before a Mirror. 


"At the ball last'raght," saida.nian 
hiking to a companion at his club din- 


ner, "a girl -with -whom I sat out one of 
he dances told me of a rather curious 
isperience she had earlier iu the evening. 
She said she was in the hands of her 
maid for the ball, was seated before her 
Lressing table having her hair done; the 
room was warm and flooded with light; 
ler ball gown was in her sight. She 
was reading during the process some 
ight society novel, and, as she rather 
shamefacedly confessed, munching bon- 
><>ns between times. 


"All at once sho grew tired of candies 


and fiction, and, putting both aside, sat 
ooking in the glass while* the maid 
worked. She was thinking of the ball 
and various anticipations she bad con- 
cerning it, when, suddenly, without 
warning, and from no apparent cause, 
she found herself face to face with her 
own death. 


"She put it very graphically: 'It was 


personal death I waa struggling with,' 
she said, 'not the abstract death that we 
read of in the newspapers nor the future 
[ong-to-be-postponed mortality which we 
more or less indifferently accept as one 
lommon destiny. It was the actual end 
of my life, the finis of everything for 
me, and the going out from my home 
and friends to the darkness and horror 
of the unknown beyond. What reliffi- 
otts faith I had forsook me completely. 
" 'I trembled and a cold dampness 


gathered on my forehead, I choked and 
started to my feet. My maid, alarmed, 
asked if I were ill. I said yes, and I 
was—ill with dread, but nothing more, 
for I was conscious of feeling perfectly 
well. She went to fetch a glass of water, 
and before she returned the vision, or 
whatever it was, had gone as quickly as 
it had come. The hairdressing was re- 
sumed, and I could detect no physical 
results of the visitation, which was terri 
bly real and awful while it lasted, and 1 
shall not soon forget it.' 


"I reminded her of some verses of 


Aldrich on a similar subject, where, 
while the carriage waits at the door for 
milady's forgotten fan, the husband or 
lover is confronted in the same dismal 
way, but she had never seen or heard of 
them.

very genuine and had made a consider- 
able impression upon her."—New York 
Times. 


Discovery of Natural Gag. 


The first that was heard of natural gas 


in the states was in the year 1815, when 
it was found in Charlestown. Some six 
years later, a story is told of a woman 
going out one dark night to draw water 
at a place called Fredonia, in New York 
state—when she put down her lantern 
much to her consternation a spring of 
gas by the well took fire. In 1824, when 
Lafayette passed through the same neigh 
borhood, in honor of the occasion, Taylor 
house, where he staid, was illuminatei 
with the gas laid on by pipes direct from 
the earth. 


The great reservoirs of natural gus 


were first tapped in the process of bormj, 
artesian wells. As soon as one of the 
drills reached a certain depth the whole 
apparatus was blown high up into the 
air, and the gas escaped by the vent with 
a roar that could be heard from afar 
One American gentleman boring i'or 
water met with this experience, and, hav 
ing no other use for the gas, stuclaa tal 
pipe into the hole, applied a light to th< 
top, when the flame shot upward, and 
thus created a beacon fire which illuini 
nated the country round for miles. Years 
afterward this light was still burning 
and probably may be seen to this day.— 
Chambers' Journal.

A;fiimilar curious circumstance is seen 
In the-case of certain churches in which 
it is dangerous to play the heavy peda 
pipes of ft grand organ, for the reason 
that the vibration becomes so great as to 
shatter the panes of glass in the win 
dows, and even to imperil the safety o 
the roof.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

The President in addressing tha Cham- 


ber of Commerce suid: I am glad to stand 
in the presence of this assemblage of busi- 
ness men. 
I have tried to make this a 


business administration, [Applause.] Of 
course we cannot wholly separate politics 
from tbe national administration, but I 
have felt that every pnblio officer owed his 
best services to the people without distinc- 
tion to party [Cries of good, good, and ap- 
plause.]; that in administering the official 
trusts we -were in a very strict sense, not 
merely in a figurative sense, your servants. 
It has been my desire that in every branch 
of public service there should be an ino- 
ptovement. I have stimulated all Secre- 
taries and have received stimulus from 
them in the endeavor, and in all depart- 
ments of government tbat^touch your busi- 
ness life to give you eta perfect a service as 
possible. 
[Cries of good, good, and ap- 


plause.] 
This we owe to you, but if I 


were puisuing party ends I should feel 
that I was by snob methods establishing 
my party in the confidence of the people. 
| Applause.] I feel that we have come to 
the point where American industries, 
American commerce nnd American influ- 
ence are to bs revived and extended, 
f Applause.] 
American feeling and senti- 


ment was never more controlling than now 
and I do not use that term in the narrow 
sense of a native American, but to em- 
brace all loyal citizens whether native 
born or adopted who have the love of onr 
Rag in their hearts. [Grout cheering. ] 


Postmaster General Wanamaker and Sec- 


retary Eusk were then called upon for 
speeches and responded in a vein that 
caused much laughter and applause. 
After 


lunch the President proceeded to Me- 
chanic's Pavilion, where tbe local posts of 
the Grand Army of the Republic held theii 
May Day festival. The Pavilion was gaily 
decorated and crowded with spectators. 


The banquet at the Palace Hotel to- 


night in honor of President Harrison was 
attended by 2CO guests. The affair wus 
conducted on an elaborate scale and was 
the closing feature of the President's visit 
to this city. On the table occupied by the 
President was a bank of roses fifteen feet 
long and three feet wide. Other tables 
were also decorated with a large number of 
flowers. The menu cards were beautifully 
engraved and contained representations of 
various points of interest in California. 
The principal speech of the evening was 
made by the President.

visions of the MoKinley Tariff Act, begin- 
ning to-day, all sp*oial taxes imposed uoon 
dealers in leaf totacoo, dealers in manu- 
factured tobacco, 
manufacturers of to- 


baooo and cigars and peddlers are re-pealed. 
The law, however, rrquires that these vuri- 
ous classes of dealers shall register their 
names, place of business, etc. with the 
local Collector of Internal Eevenue, with 
the exception of dealers in manufactured 
tobacco, A number of dealers of the latter 
class, according to the report ol tbe Com- 
missioner of Internal Bevenne for 1890 
•was 603,038 who raid a tax of $2 40 encb. 
It is said at the department that the aboli- 
tion, of this special tax of $2 40 will cause 
a loss to the Government of $1,600,000 an- 
nually.

Eighteen years 
ago he planted some poplar sprigs in front 
of bis residence, which have grown to im- 
mense trees nearly three feet thick. From 
these he cut 3,000 sprigs five years ago 
which are now six inches in diameter. 
Beginning with Arbor Day he began the 
permanent planting and arranging of the 
trees around his home and orchard on 
Martin Creek. la a few years Mr. Stock 
will have a forest of poplars on his place.

Nevada it says; Should an appropriation 
bo secured for the purpose the) coming 
year it is thought river observations will 
be commenced at points on the Carson, 
Beeae, Truckee, Humboldt, Virgin, Walker 
and other rivers, with a view of ascertain- 
ing the annual flow, as well as the periods 
of highest and lowest water. That this 
is an important matter is manifest when it 
is known that the greater amount of water 
in these streams pass down at a season of 
the year when it cannot be utilized for irri- 
gation, and it will also have an important 
bearing upon the irrigation question, 
which is receiving much attention in this 
State at the present time.

Keif Aetlne Paper Cutter. 


A Calcutta newspaper-relates an inci- 


dent which illustrates the magnificent 
•way in which the rajahs of India^—or at 
least those of them who remain opulent 
and powerful—repay a small debt. Not 
long ago the Rajah Holkar, of Indore, in 
paying a visit to the viceroy, the Mar- 
quis of Lansdowne, at Calcutta,- was 
shown by • the marquis several of the 
London illustrated newspapers.. In cut- 
ting the leaves of these journals, Lord 
Lansdowne used an ivory paper cutter. 


The rajah had never seen a paper 


cutter before and was much interested, 
in the little instrument. 


"If your excellency will make me a 


present of it," he said, "I will send you 
another in exchange." 


The viceroy promptly gave his guest 


the paper cutter, and the rajah returned 
with it to his own dominions. 


Lord Lansdowne had almost forgotten 


the incident when he received notice 
that the rajah's return gift was on the 
way. and he was presently astonished to 
have brouglit to him A yonng and hand- 
some elephant, each of whose tusks had 
been skillfully wrought into the shape of 
a paper cutter. 


A servant brought some illustrated 


newspapers, at which the elephant seized 
them with his trunk and proceeded very 
skillfully to cut the leaves with his 
sharply trimmed tusks. He had been 
trained to this accomplishment under 
the rajah's orders. 


The living paper cutter, it is under- 


stood, is still in Lord Lansdowne's pos- 
session, but it is not one of the ordinary 
Furnishings of the viceroy's library. For 
ais customary opening of books and 
newspapers he keeps a less bulky im- 
plement.—Youth's Companion. 


Why Russia Persecutes tbe Jews. 


The principal grounds upon which the 


Russian justifies the persecution of his 
Hebrew brother are as follows. He as- 
serts: Pirst—Thut the Jews are too ra- 
pacious and too successful in getting 
money and property away from the sur- 
rounding Christians. Second—That they 
hold themselves, as a class, apart from 
the rest of the community. Third—That 
they furnish many of the leading nihil- 
ists and mischief makers. Fourth—That 
they evade service in the army and do 
not become patriotic Russians, 


The first accusation may be ignored, 


as it amounts simply to sajf ng that the 
Jew is shrewder and more intelligent 
than his neighbors of other races. As to 
the Jew's refusal to mingle more freely 
with his neighbors of different creeds, 
or, in other words, to assimilate with 
the population, it cannot be said that he 
has as yet received any very warm invi- 
tation to do anything of the kind. He 
has been chased like a beast of pre3' for 
centuries, and now he is asked why he 
does not like his persecutors. 


Tlie charge of nihilism is perfectly 


true, to the extent that the Jews natur- 
ally furnish their proportionate quota to 
the malcontent;; who have the courage 
to act. 
But that the Jews among the 


nihilists exceed their proper proportion 
to the whole population is denied by 
many trustworthy writers. The charge 
that the Jew evades army service is dis- 
proved 
by official 
statistics.—P. Q.
